Here, at the mouth of the Vistula (Wisla), the greatest Polish
river, spreads the ancient city of Gdansk whose historical
monuments of architecture remind us of its nearly thousand
years old past, the past which had its most splendid periods
of development when connected with Poland. Here, in
Gdansk, on the promontory of , Westerplatte”, the most
recent history noted a remarkable event: here fell the first
shots in the second world war, fired by the Nazi dread-

naught ,,Schleswig-Holstein",
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Gdansk and Gdynia, the two neighbouring harbours of the
Gdansk Bay accept yearly about 5 thousand ships and
load or reload abt. 7 to 8 million tons of cargo. In Gdansk,
on the ruins of the former ,,Gdansk Shipyard“ and ,,Schichau
Shipyard“ arose the Polish shipbuilding industry which is
now producing a series of modern freighters up to 10.000
tons gross and preparing prototypes of tankers of 18.000 tons.

Maybe these facts do not interest you? If all you wish is
to have a good time, you will certainly find it on the Gdansk
sea-side in summer. The centre of its cultunal life, offering
all kinds of summer pleasures is Sopot. You may here come
across many representatives of the international society,
attend the performances of best Polish dancing-, singing- and
music-hall ensembles (each year our sea-side is visited by
the renowned ensembles ,,Mazowsze* and ,»Slask*)., You may
meet here many famous Polish and foreign artists, may see
exhibitions of pictures, sculpture or photographs, attend the
traditional jazz festivals, not to speak of the daily concerts,
dancing, bridge-parties etc.

SEEING IN OUR ,,THREETOWN®

First of all let wus explain
what the so-called ,,Three-
town* is. Wherever you stay

— whether in Gdansk, Gdy-

nia or Sopot — you are in a
compact municipal complex
spreading over 30 km called
,Trojmiasto“ i.e. ,, Threetown®.
We will guide you in turn
through Gdansk, Gdynia and

Sopot.
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You will feel best when going by car. The frontier can be
crossed either at Szczecin, Kunowice (Frankfurt a. Oder on
the German side) or at Zebrzydowice. In the first ,kiosk”
(newspaper stall) you see buy a touring map of Poland which
will guide you to Gdansk. We would like only to remind you :
to always tank your petrol in time before the petrol stations
are shut, and... wish you a happy journey!

You may, of course, avail yourself of trains. The express
from Warsaw comes to Gdansk in abt. 6 hours, and the
motor train leaving Warsaw at 2 o'clock p. m. — in ca.
4 hours. From Szczecin the distance is nearly the same but
the journey lasis a little longer.

It you cross the frontier at Kunowice, take the train to
Poznah and from this town you will have a through-train to
Gdansk. From Zebrzydowice it is best to go through Warsaw.
This is certainly the most comfortable way.

Well, make your choice and decide by what means and
which way to go. But before you have made up your mind
we would advise you to communicate with your travel bureau,
and — when already in Poland — to avail yourself of the
services of the Polish Travel Bureau ,,Orbis”. Addresses of
the ,,Orbis” offices at all greater Polish towns are inserted in
the enclosed list. At ,Orbis” you can buy your tickets for train
or plane and book a hotel or boarding-house accommodation.
Do the latter by all means — in summer-season our sea-side
is very crowded indeed.

DANSK is certainly the most interesting of all the

towns in the ,,Threetown“, This city was from

the beginning of its history (X-th century) united
— as a Slav borough — with Poland. It flourished most in
the years 1454—1793 when, after beeing liberated from the
yoke of the Teutonic Knights, it again formed an integral
part of the Polish Kingdom. The city of Gdansk derived huge
profits from its harbour, then the sole port through which
Polish goods, especially corn, were exported abroad. The
merchants of Gdansk grew rich, magnificent buildings were
then erected — the artistic architecture of some of them
can be admired up to today. The fall of Poland after the dis-
memberments of 1772, 1793 and 1795 was also the end of
the ,,golden era*“ of the city which, becoming one of many
towns of the Prussian Empire, lost its former importance.
The 20 years’ history of the ,Free Town®, created by the
Versailles Treaty, did not show signs of a greater develop-
ment of the city. In the later years Gdansk yielded to the
strong influences of the Nazis and became the direct cause
of the outbreak of the second world-war.

The last war inflicted painful wounds to the town. Over
28.000 houses were completely ruined. The same fate befell
the harbour and the shipyards. A great effort has been made
our country to rebuild the harbour and the shipyards; the
historical monuments of old culture have been reconstructed
with an affectionate care. All this has been done with a view
to restore the former importance of Gdansk as the centre of
the economical and cultural life in the Maritime Region.

And here are the historical buildings worth seeing in
Gdansk:

Maincity Townhall (Ratusz Gléwnomiejski) is one of the
most beautiful townhalls in Poland. It had been built in the
Gothic style in the years 1379 — 1384, later on was many
times enlarged and rebuilt. It has a statue on top dating
from the year of 1581 and representing the Polish king Zyg-
munt August.

»Artus Hall“ (Dwér Artusa), built in 1481, was the resi-
dence of medieval guilds of merchants and artisans. Nep-
tun’s fountain stands in front of the building; the statue
was built in 1620.

Numerous churches. You ought to visit a. o. Our Lady
Virgin Mary Church, built in the years 1343 — 1502, which
is one of the greatest Christian churches in Poland and pos-
sibly in the world, too.

At the Museum (Muzeum Pomorskie), located in the buil-
ding of the old Franciscan Monastery from the XV-th centu-
ry there are many noteworthy relics of the cultural past of
the town and a picture gallery with the famous ,Last Judge-
ment” of Hans Memling, the Flemish painter of the XV-th
century.

Not without interest should be to you a short excursion
by motor-boat all over the peort, enabling you to have a look
at the shipyards, the , Westerplatte®“ and the ancient ,Light-
house* (Stara Latarnia) — an old stronghold of 1482.

A few hours of direct contact with the sea may he found
on a fine beach at ,,Stogi“ (tramway-line No. 9).

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| Oliwa is now a suburb of the town
of Gdansk. It is famous for its
cathedral which is the oldest one
on the Polish coast, founded in 1188
and rebuilt after the fire of 1350.
Inside there are many splendid
works of art, the tombs of the prin-
ces of Gdansk and Pomerania, and
the renowned organ from the year
1785. The organ consists of 6300
pipes and 101 registers, everything
comprised in an exquisitely sculp-
tured rococo frame. The purity and
power of tone of this organ leave
an everlasting impression on who-
ever may hear it.

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In the immediate vicinity to the cathedral lies g beautiful
park, kept partly in French and partly in English style,
dating from the XVIII-th century, You will certainly admi-

rium, the palmarium and the aquarium, In the park, too, you

It would be worth while to make an €xcursion to the zoo-
logical garden st Oliwa which ig splendidly situated in the
Wwoods, on natural hills.

In 35 minutes you will come
by electric train from Gdansk
to Gdynia. Contrary to Gdansk,
Gdynia cannot boast of any
relics of the past.

Gdynia is one of the newest
Polish towns — it arose with-
in the 15 years prior to the
second world war. In the year
1920, in place of the towm
now inhabited by nearly
150.000 people, there was only
a small Cassoubian fishing
village consisting of several
huts. The modern port of Gdy-
nia, huilt in the period bet-

ween ‘the two wars, was badly damaged in 1945. The main
entrance to the harbour was blocked by the wreck of the Nazi
dreadnaught ,,Gneisenau“ the lifting of which (several years
ago) was a world-known success of the Polish salvage spe-
cialists. Today, the port and town of Gdynia are pulsating
with life, many institutions both maritime and commercial
ones have their residence here. A large panorama of this
modern town can best 'be seen from the hill ,Kamienna
Goéra“, while if you wish to look at the harbour and the
ships’ traffic you must go by a motor-boat which it is not
difficult to secure.

Furthermore, you might visit at Gdynia: the Nautical
Museum, the Maritime School, the Sea-Fishing School or
the Sea Fisheries Institute, and in the evening you can find
a few hours of amusement in the rooms of the international
club ,,Inter-club* (a good dance band).

P Sea“ — such a name

,, has been given to
this town, situated nearly
midway between Gdansk and
Gdynia. This centre of social
life in the summer season of-
fers you all sorts of recrea-
tion. While no historical buil-
dings are noted in Sopot, one
of its characteristic features
is the over 600 m long pier
jutting out into the sea, one
of the greatest in Europe. At
the entrance to the pier stands
the Bathing Establishment, on
the other side — the modern
,Grand Hotel* with a con-

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cert-room, café and a daily dancing. On both sides of the
pier there also spreads a beautiful beach, bordered by a fine
park. The town is surrounded by picturesque hills which
offer fine sight-seeing and walking opportunities along wind-
ing paths. Hidden among these hills is the famous ,,Open-air
Opera“ (Opera Le$na). Besides, as already mentioned, there
are in Sopot tennis-courts, a horse-racing course etc. If you
like your summer-resort to be gay and bright, lively and
noisy — you will not regret your sojourn in Sopot!

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These are small coastal localities situated abt. 30 km. to
the east of Leba. Their high cliffy seashore, peculiarly
attractive and full of charm distinguishes them from other
similar places. Here you can walk on the many kilometres
long ‘beach drinking in the pure, salt air and basking in the
sun. At Rozewie there is a lighthouse in which Stefan Zerom-
ski, the celebrated Polish writer, created his beautiful novel
»Wind from the Sea®.

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A narrow, 35 kilometres long
strip of land separates the
open sea from the Puck and
Gdansk Bays. At the fbase
of the peninsula lies the
fishermen harbour Wladysla-
wowo, farther on Chalupy,
Kuznica, Jastarnia, Jurata and
on the promontory — the vil-
lage Hel. All these places
though being fishing centres

have coastal passenger-ships serving Gdynia and Gdansk.
On the peninsula the Polish troops long resisted against the
German invasion in 1939. Here, too, in 1945 the remains of
the Hitler army long defended themselves against the attacks
of the Russian troops. At the promontory there in a light-
house and in the village you will note the interesting archi-
tecture of the fishermen’s huts. Jastarnia and Jurata are
much frequented summer resorts, the former being also
a centre of the sailing sport.
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THE CASSOUBIAN

This region, spreading a«bt. 40 km. {0 the wost
of Gdansk is popularly called the ,,Cassoubian
Switzerland“ owing to its beautiful landscape,
wonderful lakes, woods and hills, The principal
Cassoubian town is Karluzy in which among
uther sights worth seeing is the Cassoubian Mu-
seum as well as the ancient convent chureh,
duting from the beginnings of tha XV-th centurv.
Let us not omit the Castle Hill (Cdra Zamkowa)
with the traces of an ancient borough and a
splendid reservation of beech-trees.

Some other places of the Cassoubian Lake-
l.and you ought to see are:

Chmielno, situated on the shoves of three takes,
at the foot of high, wooden hills — is known for
its artistic Casscubian ceramics (especially Necel's
ceramics).

Wiezyca — the highest spol of the Lake-Land (331 metres),
offering a wide view on the splendid scenerv of lakes and
woods.

In the neighbourhood of Wiezyca, near the railway-sta-
tion Bubi DOL you can see never Lo he forgotten sights when
walking along the witd gorge of the river Radunia (jar rveki
Raduni).

Gdansk—Warsaw. is a popular aim of tourists’ excursions.
Thousands of visitors from our country and those from
abroad are interested in the Castle of the Teutonic Knights
erected in the year 1276. It had been rebuilt time after time
up to half of the XV-th century. This largest remnant of this
type of architecture in Europe. the ancient residence of the
Grand Master of the Teutonic Knights, consists of the High
or Upper Castle, the Middle Castle and the Front Castle,
besides — of several lines of fortified walls with towers.
bastions and moats. In 1945 the Castle was partly damaged.
It has then been secured and its damaged parts are being
reconstructed.
